HAYWOOD CASE JUDGES’ LESSON. 


Former President Taft Says Advantages Taken of 3 by 
Criminals are Numerous, and That Courts are to | 
Blame for Their Elastic Constructions. 


BY WILLIAM HOWARD 1AFT. 


William Haywood came first into 
national prominence as one of the 


heads of the Western Federation of 
Miners, when that organization was 
engaged in murder and destruction 
of property as a means of achieving 
its general purposes. He was taken 
by requisition from Colorado to 
Idaho, there to be tried jointly with 
one Moyer for the murder of Gov. 
Stevenberg, whose death was 
brought about by a mine placed at 
the gate of his residence and set 
for explosion upon the opening of 
the gate. 

The miscreant who carried out the 
plot implicated Moyer and Hay- 
wood in his confession, but the 
jury did not convict the latter. Since 
that time Haywood has been one 
of the leaders of the direct action of 
the anarchistic element in the union- 
labor circles of this country, 
Was properly pronounced by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as 2 mom undesir- 
able citizen. 

After a long trial he was convicted 
and properly convicted of sedition 
and of obstruction to the efforts of 
the nation to carry on effectively the 
great war, which threatened our 
He was released on bail. He 
now has committed another crime 
in violating his legal obligation,, has 
become a fugitive from justice and 
has gone to Russia to cultivate as- 
sociation with the Bolshevists.

This food container, 4 covered 
jar of eighteen inches diameter, is 
made of a porous composition on the 
coo principle of the Mexican 
“olla” or water jar. Like this pro- 
totype, the new iceless food hold- 
er depends upon evaporation to re- 
duce temperature and conserve eat- 
ables. The cover and the bottom 
half of the jar—the inside of both 
sections presehts a smooth, glazed, 
white surface—should be soaked for 
fifteen minutes in cold water, one 
is instructed; after this a half-pound 
of butter, pint bottle of milk and 
basket of strawberries may be in- 
stalled and the jar covered tightly. 
Air of the temperature of the cold 
water will continue to circulate 
through the porous substance for 
twenty-four hours or more, and 
kgep the faod in good condition.
